iii 
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i. Intrbduct ibri 

Many health sciences librarians have expressed a need for better 
ichowledee of statistical sources. They are finding statistical 
questions being asked nibre frequently by health professionals due 
to the increased importance _ given to health planning and health 
research. Public concern. with health related issues, has also 
fostered curiosity in health statistics. 

Although more and more health statistics _ are being gathered, 
little is being done to make them accessible. Many sources are 
government publications ,_loc eg. , state federal , and international , 

with which health sciences librarians have had little or no 

contact. Other Sources are private health organizations whose 

Dublications are largely "fugitive." In addition, niany 

statistical publications are not accessible through the major 
indexes to health sciences literature. Consequently, reference 
librarians find themselves in the awkward position of not knowing 
where to turn. for answers to questions of a statistical nature. 

The "Durpose of this continuing education course is to acquaint 

'reference librarians with the ^tal and health statistics reporting 
system as well as the major sources of health- statistics ; t . help 
them analyze statistical questions and formulate search strategies 
which will enable, them to consult the appropriate publications, 
indexes, or health agencies. 
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11. The Reporting Systisn; for Vital and Health Statistics 



A. Reporting System 



Major responsibility for__conroiling vital statistics rests with 
the National Center for Health Statistics. The country's 
official vital statistics are published by the Center's 
Divrisiop of Vital Statistics. The division obtains its basic 
data either directly or indirectly from registration 
certificates. Each state is a separate jurisdiction, acting 
under its own laws and standards and is subject only to advice, 
persuasion and leadership from the federal government . 



Reports of births, dsaths and occurrence of disease originate 
with the physician. He or she sends the report to the local 
health department on the required form. The local heaith_ 
department makes a record of the information received from the 
physician and uses it as necessary for public nealth purposes. 

The local health department then sends the original report to 
the state health department for its information , use and 
permanent recording. The state health department, in turn, 
transmits summary or duplicate reports to the federal Jie alt h- 
authority^ the Public, Health Service of the U.S. •^enOTtment" of 
Health Education and Welfare. _ U.S. PHS receives this 
information _ from 50 states and tabulates ^ correlates ^ and 
collates this information reporting back to the states at 
periodic intervals. PHS also passes the_ Information on to 
the international hea ith authority, the World Health 
Organization, which similarly tabulates the data and reports 
it to all of its member countries. 

Definitions 
Vital Statistics: 

Describe events _ related to individuals entering or leaving life 
or changing their civil status. ITiey come from records of live 
births, deaths, fetal deaths , .marriages , divorces ^ adoptions, 
legitimations, annulments, and separations. They provide 
information on the number and characteristics of vital* events 
that take? place dioring given periods of time.

Birth; usually expressed in rates

Estabiished as an operating health agency of the Public Health 
Service on July 1, 1973 by the Secretary of HEW, the Center for 

"Federal agency charged vith protecting 
the public health of the nation by prdyiding leadership and 
direction in the prevention aiid control of diseases and other 
preventable conditions."^ Its major divisions_are: Natiorsil 
Institute for Occupational Safety and Health, Bureau, of 
Epidemiology, Bureau of Health Education, Bureau of Laboratories^ 
Bixreau of Smallpox Eradication^ .Bureau of State Services, Bureau 
of Training* and Bureau of Tropical Diseases. 



CDC administers national, programs for the control of such 
conditions as childhood lead-based paint poisoning and urban 
rats. Other activities. under the Center's jurisdiction include 
the ehforcemeht of foreign quarantine regulations; the provision 
of guidance in the quality control of clinical iaborartories , 
along vith the evaluation and licensure of same involved in 
interstate commerce; and the administration of a national program 
on the subject of smoking and health research, infomation and 
education. Not to be forgotten is the Center's National Institute 
for Occupational Safety and Health's (NIOSH) efforts through 
research and development of occupational safety and health 
standards to assure the nation's working people of hazard-free 
work environments. 



GDC' sinternation^ involvements include participation in 
nationsd and international agencies concerned with the eradication 
or control of communicable diseases and other prif^ventable 
conditions. 

The statistical responsibilities of CDC deal with this national 
surveillance of all diseases arid conditions within its 
Jurisdiction. This requires the publication of weekly reports 
on morbidity and mortality fl dm infectious diseases. Surveillance 
data on the prevalence and incidence of specific diseases or 
preventable health conditions are issued periodically, (See Part 
F of this section for listing. )

A. Problems in Collection 

With the decrease of acute diseases as causes of sickness and 
death the importance of chronic and degenerative diseases iS: 
increasing. This is partly due to the conquest of maay coinmuni- 
cable diseases and the greater number of people li^Kng to older 
ages. 

Problems in collecting statistics about chronic conditions are 
due to there not being a reliable, comprehensive method. In 
general, prevalence data is easier to obtain than incidence data 
for these conditions. For example^ it would be difficult to 
determine the incidence of alcoholism, while a survey could shed 
some li^t on its prevalence. 

Generally, since there is no reporting system for nost of these 
conditions (c^cer re^stries being an exception) one must rely 
on health surveys or on sairpling studies. 

B. Agencies and Organizations

A. Who needs Statistics for Health Planning? 

• To plan and develop better health services, to deliver those 
services and to measure, their effectiveness requires data on 
health status, availability and utilization of health manpower, 
facilities, and on the costs of health services.-^ Therefore, 

there are many users of this data. _ These include public and 

private agencies, organizations and _in<ilvi duals involved in the 
pluming, provision or evaluation of health services and health 
resources at the national, state and IdcaJ. levels - 

Federal agencies need this data, and who also collect and 
analyze it, include the Health Resources Administration, the 
Health Services A^nistration, Social Security Administration, 
and others. 

Professional organizations ^gho have a need for this data are, 
■for exas^le, the American Medicad Association, the.American - 
Hospital Association, and the National teagxje for Nursing. 
These organizations also collect and* piiDiish data. 

State and local agencies include healthy welfare, and hTjman 
resources departments; state planning agencies; health systemr 
agencies, and voluntary health agencies. 

B. Legislation concerning statistics 

The National Health^ Planning and Resources Development Act of 
±97k (PL 93-6U1)* authorizes the establishment and operation of 
health planning agencies at the locaa level. Tbe Act establishes 
-health service areas, each having a geograi)hic region appropriate 
for the planning and development o:^ health services. Each health

U. Do the variables asked for make sense? 

5. Which index is best to consult for this subject? 

6. Which agency, public or private, would be likely to have 
information? 

7. is it a likely topic for a journal article and can be searched 
on f'EDIiiNE? 

8. is it possible that no statistics exist to answer this request?

Age specific death rate : The number of deaths reported in a sel ^cted age 
group per 1,000 population in that same age group. 

Maternal mortality rate : The number of materual deaths attributed to 
puerperal causes per 1,000 live births. 

Infant mortality rate : The number of deaths of infants under one year 
of age during a calendar year per 1,000 live births. 

Neonatal mortality rate : Deaths under 28 days of age per 1,000 population, 

Postneonatal mortality rate : The number of deaths which occur between the 
the ages of 28 days and 1 year of age per 1,000 total live births. 



Perinatal mortality rate : The number of still births plus neonatal deaths 
per 1,000 total births.
